Several 
Americans were rescued. 
Opinion of the passengers is divided 
as to w hether the vessel was torpe­ 
doed or struck a mine. The explosion 
was terrific. 
If occurred just ahead 
of the captain’s bridge and tore the 
front part of the vessel to pieces, kill­ 
ing 
or 
seriously injuring many. 
A 
number were injured by flying splin­ 
ters. 
Advices 
state 
that 250 survivors 
have been landed in France and that 
between ninety and one hundred have 
been landed in Dover. 
As there were 
about 386 passengers and about fifty 
members of the crew, seventy-five or 
more persons are still missing. 
An 
American whose flame is not known 
to the survivors who 
havb 
reached 
London, was talking to others near the 
captain’s bridge when the explosion 
occurred. 
He has not been seen since 
that time and is supposed to have been 
lost. 
The explosion occurred at 3 p. 
rn., when the Sussex was one and one- 
half hours out. 
The wireless appara­ 
tus was put out of commission and no 
help was given until midnight. 
Miss Baldwin, daughter of a promi­ 
nent American resident of Paris, was 
injured seriously. 
Edw ard 
Huxley, 
president of the United States Rubber

and Francis E. 
Drake, European m anager pf the com­ 
pany, are among the Americans res­ 
cued from the vessel. 
They report 
that there wras a heavy loss of life, 
probably including several Americans.

The Hague, Nethervands, March 25. 
( —The secretary of the famous Social 
I ist International, Camille Huvsmans, 
I in an interview with a correspondent 


I of the Associated Press, has described 
the present position of that body and 
the various national European groups 
I'which it comprises in regard to the 
war, pointing out the obstacles which 
still prevent united action and dealing 
with the outlook for the future. 
While the executive of the interna­ 
tional has decided 
to 
refrain 
from 
calling an international congress at 
present, owing to the irreconcilable 
attitude which the French party main­ 
tains in viewr of the presence of a 
German army on French soil, its repre­ 
sentatives are nevertheless to have a 
conference with the British socialist 
leaders in London, in a few' weeks’ 
time, 
and 
subsequently 
with 
the 
French socialists in Paris and with 
the Russian socialists, after having al­ 
ready acquainted themselves with the 
position in other belligerent countries 
from German, Hungarian and Belgian 
socialist deputies who recently visited 
The Hague for the purpose. 
Hope of ultimately bringing the va­ 
rious branches of the International to­ 
gether again has thus by no means 
been abandoned. The position is that 
the 
central 
organization is still in 
complete touch with all the affiliated 
groups, but that those groups are not 
all in touch with one another. 
Such 
an international congress 
could 
be 
held 
tomorrow, 
said M. Huvsmans, 
but lie maintained that, without com­ 
plete representation, it would be use­ 
less and even dangerous, as tending 
to sowr suspicion. 
Alsace-Lorraine is, he stated, still 
the stumbling block, but a compromise 
on this subject is, in his opinion, es­ 
sential, or another war is inevitable 
within a few' years. His personal view 
of what the nature of that compromise 
should be, however ,he thought it wise 
to w ithhold. 
“The German socialist party,” de­ 
clared the secretary of the Interna­ 
tional to Hie Associated Press repre­ 
sentative, “wants a speedy peace, but 
unlike 
the 
socialists of France and 
Britain, they have 
no 
determinate 
voice in the empire’s councils, having 
to rely perforce on whatever indirect 
influence they may be able to w’ield 
through the medium of public opin­ 
ion.” 
His estimate of their powder in 
regard to hastening the end of the 
w*ar is, in fact, not a high one. 
And 
as regards the split in the German 
socialist ranks, M. Huvsmans thinks 
there is danger of a definite cleavage 
if the majority persist in supporting 
the imperial government’s policy. 
The attitude of the Hungarian party 
is an interesting one.

In Belgium, for instance, pri­ 
vate trade almost disappeared, private 
industry failed, and at the most diffi­ 
cult moment the only solution was 
the collective organization of society. 
That will not be forgotten by anybody. 
“The moment of peace depends on 
the armies, 
but 
the nature of the 
peace depends on us,” he remarked. 
“We socialists will only hasten peace 
if that peace is to be a lasting one, 
with no seeds of fresh wars bound up 
therein.”

The investigation 
m ade in the representative parts of 
the em pire shows th at 
during 
the 
m onths immediately following the be­ 
ginning of the w ar the business de­ 
pression was so m arked th at many 
m anufacturers were obliged 
to 
dis­ 
charge laborers, w hereas later on the 
conditions made a sudden turn for the 
better and a boom in business largely 
resulting from the heavy orders for 
w ar m unitions m ade a big increase in 
the dem and for laborers. 
Generally speaking, the national in­ 
dustries felt a shock at the outbreak 
of the w ar in 1914 and during four 
months, from August to November of 
th at year, business was in a condition 
of depression of a kind that had not 
been experienced for many years. Sta­ 
tistics taken in the im portant m anu­ 
facturing center of Osaka show that 
a decrease of workmen 
in 
the 
four 
m onths following the 
beginning 
of 
hostilities was a little over 
12 
per 
cent. 
The decrease 
was 
especially 
m arked in those 
industries 
making 
goods for purposes 
of 
exportation. 
The most m arked percentage of de­ 
crease was observable in brush m ak­ 
ing, buttons, towels, soaps, pipes and 
casting. 
In Nagoya, which is the great watch 
and clock m anufacturing center of J a ­ 
pan, the production of timepieces in 
October, 1914, showed a decrease of 
40 per cent over the month of July, 
just before the beginning of the war. 
A sim ilar influence was shown in oth­ 
er 
industries, 
especially 
cloissone 
ware, braids, straw hats, embroideries 
and raw silk. 
The decrease in clois­ 
sone was 68 per cent and the decrease 
in straw hats, which are very heavily 
exported by Japan, reached 
35 
per 
cent. 
The Japanese make 
a 
straw 
hat of very fine texture which resem ­ 
bles the Panam a hat and which is 
sent to all parts of the world. 
After the first four months the sit­ 
uation suddenly and sharply improved, 
as foreign nations began to feel the 
need of those necessities which were 
m anufactured in Japan, and began to 
make a call for war supplies, especially 
woolens, leather, boots, bandages, soap 
and 
other 
incidentals. 
The 
boom 
which set in was so m arked that man- 
ufacturers began to feel the scarcity 
of skilled labor. 
The Japan Foreign Trade associa­ 
tion, which is composed 
of 
leading 
m erchants 
of 
the 
empire, 
has 
collected statistics showing the labor 
conditions in Osaka at the end of No­ 
vember, 1915, as compared with the 
period just prior to the war. 
The in­ 
dustries showing the greatest increase 
of workmen were 
those 
connected 
i w ith export trade for the m anufacture 
of goods used as w ar supplies by Ja- 
! pan's allies. In ship building at Osaka 
the number of 
workm en 
increased 
from 2,400 to 3,300. 
In view of a recent 
report 
from 
: W ashington th at Japanese m anufac­ 
turers have captured 
the 
American 
1 cotton goods trade in China, it is in­ 
teresting th at at Osaka alone the num ­ 
ber of men employed in the spinning 
industry showed an increase of over 
4,000. 
The general prosperity in J a ­ 
pan continues. 
The boom is especi­ 
ally noticeable in the shipping indus­ 
try. During one week in Japan seven­ 
teen vessels changed hands, three of 
them being chartered by foreign firms. 
The prices asked were so high as to 
find no parallel in the history of the 
trade in the far east. 
At the semi-annual m eeting of the 
shareholders of the Bank of Japan, 
which declared a dividend of 12 per 
cent for the last half year, Viscount 
Mishima, the governor of the institu­ 
tion, rem arked the 
sam e 
favorable 
economic effect of thb war. * Pointing 
out th at the exports last year showed 
an excess over imports of 175,000,000 
yen, he said th at this was a result un­ 
precedented in the history of the coun­ 
try ’s foreign trade. 
This excess was 
caused not only by heavy orders of 
w ar supplies for the entente allies 
but also by an increase of exporta­ 
tions to the United States and South 


Paris, France,

tory has 
repeated 
itself 
with 
cu­ 
rious fidelity to detail in the struggle 
for Verdun and in some of its side­ 
lights. In 1792 as in 1914 the P rus­ 
sians approached the fortress by way 
of Longwy and in the same m onth of 
August. 
In 
1792 as well as in 1914, 
Longwy fell after two days of bom­ 
bardm ent. 
The Duke of Brunswick 
avoided the arm ies of the Marquis de 
Lafayette and de Luckner 
in 1792, 
and m arched on Verdun as did the 
crown prince in 1914. In 1792 as in 
1916, the king of Prussia was a spec­ 
tator of the assault. Then as in 1916, 
the Prussians took the route by Or- 
m ont and Haumont, and approached 
the stronghold in 
exactly 
the same 
sector as in 1916. 
Goethe related the passage of the 
troops through Samoguex, August 30, 
1792, to bivouac at Bras, just south of 
the Cote du 
Poivre 
(Pepper Hill), 
the object 
of 
furious 
German as­ 
saults in 1916. Etain, Hix, Manheul- 
les, as well as Samoguex, were the 
scene of operations and would as to­ 
day have figured in the official com­ 
munique of 
the 
revolutionary gov­ 
ernm ent had there been such a thing. 
In 1792, as in 1914, France was un­ 
prepared for war. 
Legisators 
had 
neglected to 
supply 
w ar 
m aterial; 
Verdun was 
arm ed 
with 
only four 
pieces of heavy artillery and had a 
garrison of only 3,500 men. Then as 
today, the cry 
was 
“more cannon, 
more am m unition;” that was the de­ 
mand made to the revolutionary lead­ 
ers by Lieutenant Colonel Galbaud, 
commanding the fortress, and he so­ 
licited and obtained of Lafayette the 
privilege of fighting in the ranks. 
Nicolas Joseph 
Beaurepairc, who 
succeeded him went to his post like 
a man approaching suicide. “Assure 
the legislative corps,” he w’rote, “that 
wrhen the enemy has become m aster 
of Verdun 
Beaurepaire 
shall 
have 
ceased to live.” 
The legislative assembly, im press­ 
ed by the fall of Longwy, sent 3,000 
rides to Verdun—too late. The Prus­ 
sian commander 
had 
occupied the 
place in the name of Louis XVI., and 
Beaurepaire shot himself. 
The Prussians held Verdun in 1792 
just long enough for Kellermann and 
Dumouriez to organize a counter a t­ 
tack. 
Verdun had 
140 
cannon 
and was 
garrisoned by 6,000 troops in 1870. It 
was again in the 
m onth 
of August 
that the Prussians 
poured 
into the 
Argonne, 122 years almost to the day, 
after the surrender of 
the 
place to 
the Duke of Brunswick and the sui­ 
cide of Beaurepaire. 
The fortress had elem ents of both 
strength and weakness then in the 
estimation of so good an authority as 
M arshal von Moltke himself. “Thanks 
to its high walls and 
deep ditches 
filled with w ater,” he said, “Verdun 
was in a state to resist an assault ab­ 
solutely. 
On 
the other hand it w’as 
surrounded and 
dominated 
on 
all 
sides by heights, at the feet of wiiich 
are villages 
and 
vineyards, perm it­ 
ting the besiegers to approach very 
close to the exterior works.” 
None of the forts of 1914-15-16 ex­ 
isted in 1870. 
The 
interior fortress 
had to rely upon its 
own 
strength. 
That the heroism of the garrison was 
equal to that of the men who captur­ 
ed Douamont, 
Von 
Moltke himself 
testifies in his memoirs. 
“During the night of October 19,” 
he wrote, “while the 
wind 
blew a 
hurricane, the advance guards on the 
Hayvaux hill were surprised and the 
guns of the battery spiked. The 28th 
there was an even 
more im portant 
sortie by the garrison. 
The French 
climbed the 
Mount 
Saint Michael, 
north of the fortress, destroying the 
parapets and shelters from which we 
were able to withdraw’ our guns. An­ 
other detachm ent attacked the H ay­ 
vaux hill again and put out of action 
the guns posted there and which w’e 
could not w ithdraw 
because 
of the 
soaked ground.” 
Then as today 
the 
assailants re­ 
quired reinforcem ents to reduce the 
valiant defenders of Verdun. A great 
difference between 1870 and today is 
that while the losses then w’ere 60 to 
70 per day, they now 
run 
into the 
tens of thousands, 
^ ^ J P S H 
Verdun resisted in 1870 until over- 
whemed at the end of October by the 
reinforcem ents in men and guns that 
came to the Prussians after the fall 
of Metz. 
The name of “Verdun,” as it is pro­ 
nounced today in every household in 
France is a concentrated expression 
of all the higher sentim ents of the 
Gallic race. There is the tenderness

TWO MILLION MORE ARE NOW EMPLOYED 


Every Class 
of 
Women, 
Including 
Those Previously Regarded As 
Leisured, Arc Adding to 
the Total. 


London, March 24.—Hardly less re­ 


markable than the swift transforma­ 
tion of England into a powerful mili 
ta ry nm ion has boon the silent un- 
heaval that has placed the civil work 
and the industries of the workshops 
in the hands of women. 
It has been 
estimated from official 
figures 
that 
there were fully 2,000,000 more wo- 
men in active employ on March I, 
1916, than on the corresponding day 
twelve 
months 
earlier. 
Moreover, 
the number is increasing 
week 
by 
W'oek. 
Every class of 
women, 
including 
those previously regarded as leisured 
and well-to-do, are adding to the total. 
The call is reaching 
the 
remotest 
hamlets as well as the quiet market 
towns, and the women and girls are 
responding. 
The women are mobiliz­ 
ing in a great army, ready to serve 
wherever they are most needed—even 
to the hard labor of the tilling of the 
soil. 
Such changes in the national, com­ 
mercial and industrial spheres are na­ 
turally creating 
considerable 
read­ 
justment of social 
conditions 
with 
the result that the Young Women’s 
Christian Assocition, Women’s Unions 
—suffragist orgnizations and scores 
of women's clubs are confronted with 
many now problems in helping to 
care for the thousands of women sud­ 
denly thrown into a 
new’ 
environ­ 
ment. 
The initial difficulty to 
be 
dealt 
with has been that of housing the 
workers in the 
munition 
factories. 
All sorts of factories have been re­ 
quisitioned in the provincial 
towns 
up and down the country, calling for 
large drafts of workers from outside. 
Lodgings have been hard 
to 
find, 
and, of course, following all laws of 
supply and demand, have been costly, 
even if they could be found at all. 
Railway communications with places 
at any distance have been unsatis­ 
factory, especially for those on the 
night shifts. 
Only in the larger cen­ 
ters of population has the service of 
tram cars ornibuses been of any help 
to those living at a distance. 
Thousands upon thousands of young 
women and girls were suddenly shift­ 
ed from their familiar surroundings 
in the larger cities to the new’ life in 
the country, where many of the huge 
munition factories have been erected. 
The manufacture of high explosives 
is not permitted in the vicinity of 
homes. 
Therefore, canteens had to 
be established close to such work so 
that the women would not have to 
go long distances for their meals, and 
relieve them of much 
fatigue 
and 
strain. 
Perhaps the ideal conditions have 
been reached by one famous firm en* 
gged in the manufacture of cordite. 
A colony for the workers was erected 
in a long series of wooden huts, each 
containing some tw’enty-eight 
two- 
bedded rooms. 
In the center of all 
is a dining hall with a perfectly equip­ 
ped kitchen, a recreation room and 
a small model hospital. 
As soon as 
these plans had been approved the 
firm had one of the women’s organi­ 
zations take up the responsibilities for 
them in behalf of the girls employed. 
Public imagination is more stirred 
at the idea of women’s labor in shell, 
fuse and explosive making than it is 
over the vast army engaged in the 
more humdrum round the business 
routine. 
But the fact is that the wo­ 
man who is forced to work in the of­ 
fices of the government, municipali­ 
ties, banks, factories and stores is 
much worse off than her sister in the 
munitions works. 
She receives less 
pay and very little attention is paid 
to her welfare. But she is sustaining 
the fabric of the state to no less ex­ 


tent.
